Alberta Health Services’ top executive turned out to 
Didsbury last week to hear the concerns of nearly 60 
physicians, nurses and volunteers. 

It was the most recent stop for Alberta Health Services 
CEO Stephen Duckett, who is meeting employees across 
the province to discuss results of a recent survey. 

The survey, sent out last January to gauge employee sat¬ 
isfaction, showed only 41 per cent of respondents were 
proud to work for Alberta Health Services, while 29 per 
cent felt optimistic about the future of the organization. 
Trust was also low among employees, with 38 per cent 
expressing distrust and low confidence. 

Duckett wrote in a blog posting, he suspects satisfac¬ 
tion was low because the survey was conducted between 
January and February, before the government boosted the 
health service’s operating budget to $9 million. 

“I think that’s partly to do with the timing, as the survey 
was done before we had our budget certainty, when staff 
were unsure of how we would meet the budget targets (a 
position I was in, too), and there was uncertainty and 
rumours about layoffs,” he wrote. 

During his visit to Didsbury last Friday, Duckett said he 
also believes the results were poor because “some of the 
decisions made in the last 12 months have been very 
unpopular.”

Government unclear 
about new beds

One hundred continuing care beds are slated for 
Didsbury seniors, the province announced last week. 

This is exciting news, Didsbury’s hospital auxiliary vol¬ 
unteers said. 

“We have been waiting for this for a long time ... our 
long-term unit is just not suitable anymore - wheelchairs 
don’t fit through the doors, there’s no air conditioning and 
little room for equipment,” said Sharon Barefoot, presi¬ 
dent of the auxiliary. 

“And there are seniors here in acute care who are on the 
wait-list for long-term care ... that is what we are getting, 
right? The long-term care facility we’ve been waiting on 
for years and years?" 

It's complicated. 

Didsbury has been waiting 10 years for a long-term care 
centre, proposed to provide 60 beds to C’arstairs and 
Didsbury residents The government had the funds to 
start the project in 2000 but stalled construction as oper¬ 
ational responsibility shuffled between health regions. 

In 2007, health officials visited the town with plans for the 
location, layout and size of the new $26.5 million facility. 
Construction was to begin early 2008, but was soon post- 
poned as former health minister Ron Liepert called for a 
review of all in-flight capital projects by the treasury board. 

“We figured they'd get back to it a year later, but then 
the regions went through this big reorganization and 
everything was put on indefinite hold until they got done

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Mayor attends roundtable 

Government says it will maintain MSI shortfall

Tht' mayor was left trou¬ 
bled after Central 
Alberta’s MLA roundtable, 
April 16. 

He wanted to know why 
municipalities were see¬ 
ing less Municipal 
Sustainability Initiative 
(MSI) funding this year, 
while counties gained. 
But the mayor received 
the same answer from 
Central Alberta’s MLAs as 
he did from Municipal 
Affairs Minister Hector 
Goudreau and Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills MLA 
Richard Marz last month 
- it’s all about formulas. 

“I can understand that but 
the fact is we were antici¬ 
pating a 15 per cent 
decrease and ended up with 
.50 per cent ...”, he said. 

Town officials were 
riled in March after receiv¬ 
ing a report from Innisfail 
that showed Didsbury is 
getting 78 per cent less 
from the province than 
Mountain View County, 
which saw funding 
increase by 9.3 per cent. 

The town was supposed 


to get its first full instal¬ 
ment of MSI - about 1.35 
million - its part of a 10- 
year consistent funding 
agreement. Instead the 
municipality received 
$926,859, as the province 
dealt with its own budget 
pressures. The funding 
was supposed to cover the 
loss of the Alberta 
Municipal Infrastructure 
Program (AMIP), which 
ended this year, but it 
does barely that. 

This community wasn’t 
alone in its funding cut. 
Municipalities across the 
province saw funding 
drop and leaders, who 
gathered in Wetaskiwin, 
Alta., to meet with Central 
Alberta MI As Friday after¬ 
noon highlighted it as a 
big issue. 

“A lot of people were 
confused about how fund¬ 
ing is calculated and we 
were told it has to do with 
kilometres of roads and 
assessments ... I don’t 
think we really got a good 
answer about why some 
places saw more MSI than 
others,” Wittal said. 

Over 50 mayors and 
councillors gathered at 
the sixth annual Central 


Alberta Economic 

Partnership (CAEP) 
roundtable, on April 16, to 
meet with four MIAs to 
discuss issues in the area. 
Calmar were all there.

The hottest issue was 
MSI funding, with ques¬ 
tions about how it was 
distributed and whether 
government could inform 
municipalities about dol¬ 
lars about a year in 
advance. MLAs also 
informed mayors that 
they would see the total 
amount committed by the 
province in 2006, though 
smaller increments will 
likely be handed out over 
a longer period of time. 

“That’s the thing - if you 
were supposed to get 


$330,000 a year and now 
that’s stretched out so you 
get $250,000, how does 
that really help you?” 
Wittal said. 

“You were short before, 
so it’s one more year of 
being in a deficit. That 
doesn’t console me a 
whole lot.” 

Other issues like the 
province’s land use frame¬ 
work, water for life strate¬ 
gy and the recent bound¬ 
ary review proposal were 
also brought up. Few were 
happy with how the 
boundary was put togeth¬ 
er - including the MLAs, 
Wittal said. 

“(The MLAS) were 
none too happy ... they 
said it was like the 
boundary commission 
sliced and cut regions to 
create the most awkward 
looking map they could. 
We all hope they look at 
our suggestions (sent 
before April. 2) and uti¬ 
lize those," Wittal said. 

“Overall I think our con¬ 
versations Friday were 
pretty effective ... it was 
good to see what the gov¬ 
ernment is doing and how 
they are looking at 
things."

Of the 1,017 new and 
upgraded spaces, 58 will be 
in Edmonton, 274 in 
Calgary and 100 in Red 
Deer. Smaller communities 
such as Fort McMurray, 
Stettler, Lacombe and 
Didsbury will also get fund¬ 
ing for facilities. 

But what Didsbury is get¬ 
ting isn’t exactly clear. 

Zwozdesky, Alberta’s 
minister of health says he 
was creating his own plan 
for the promised facility 
when Alberta 

Infrastructure announced 
this town would get 100 
beds. In fact, he is sched¬ 
uled to tour the local facili¬ 
ty this Thursday to help 
him finalize his health facil¬ 
ities development plan. 

“The original project that 
would have been forthcom¬ 
ing in (our) capital plan 
called for the renovation or 
upgrade of 50 existing beds 
and an additional 10 new 
ones," he said. 

“This is different. My 
understanding is that it is 
100 supportive living beds, 
which suggests to me to be 
more along the lines of des¬ 
ignated assisted living.” 

Mayor Brian Wittal says 
he’s not concerned about 
the type of beds provided if 



it means getting the long 
awaited centre. 

“We have been waiting 
for this for a long time and 
now the funding is there to 
go ahead with something. 
I’m not too worried, no, 
about a private/public part¬ 
nership or assisted living or 
whatever,” he said. 

“I just know we are going 
to get this because the gov¬ 
ernment is going to have a 
fight on its hands if it 
reneges again and 1 don’t 
think it wants that with the 
way the polls are right 
now." 

But Carol Wodak of the 
Alberta-based Continuing 
Care Citizen’s Watch says 
residents should beware of 
public-private partnerships 
and designated assisted 


living. It’s not the same 
level of care as a nursing 
home. 

“I have been tracking this 
shift in elder care from 
public services to the pri¬ 
vate market, where we pay 
half and someone else 
owns it,” she said. 

“So we have investor- 
owned businesses running 
what should be health-care 
facilities.” 

Wodak says long-term 
care facilities have tradi¬ 
tionally provided 24-hour 
nursing care and included 
meals, baths and help 
with medications. Not so 
when private groups take 
over. 

“You (are charged) for 
accommodation - that 
stays the same - but you 


also have to pay for all the 
little extras ...and that’s 
concerning,” Wodak said. 

“People don’t go into 
long-term care because 
they are tired of cooking. 
They go in because they 
can no longer live inde¬ 
pendently and they should¬ 
n’t have to pay up because 
of that.” 

In a designated assisted 
living facility the health 
region also has entry con¬ 
trol and requires seniors to 
go through an assessment 
process, she said. 

There are approximately 
1,721 Albertans in the 
province waiting for care 
beds as of 2009, according 
to Alberta Health and 
Wellness’ 2008/09 annual 
report.

Proposed sewer policy not acceptable: resident 


Didsbury residents need to be made aware of the 
potential costs that could be coming their way if this 
new policy is passed by town council. I have been in the 
sewer and water business for the last 22 years, and have 
conservatively done 76-100 street tie-ins for services 
(from property line to the mains) in that time. 

My position was to ensure that the new or replaced 
services were installed at the proper location and eleva¬ 
tion as per the engineered drawings, and meet all criteria 
set forth by the city/town. For the last Five years I have 
been involved in pricing out this type of work. In 
Calgary, a typical tie-in costs $40 - $50,000, and 1 have 
seen them as high as $60,000. In Airdrie, it generally runs 
$30 - $35,000. Granted, in Didsbury we would only have 
to install two services (water and sewer), as opposed to 
three (storm, water and sewer) in the cities. And our 
asphalt costs are probably only one-third as much due to 


the asphalt not being as thick. However, I still have a 
hard time believing that we could get a complete 
repair/replacement done for less than $15,000. Look no 
further than the $7,000 that was quoted to Donnally 
McNeil for a simple spot repair. This $15,000 is assuming 
ideal working conditions. Once you cross property line 
you encounter other existing utilities. There are street¬ 
lights, gaslines, phone and cable lines, etc. What if one of 
these were to get damaged during the excavation/back- 
fill process? The repair costs would be huge and billed 
directly back to the homeowner. What if the waterline 
was struck while exposing it and causing a shutdown 
until it could be chlorinated, and tested for bacteria, 
(usually a two-day turnaround). Temporary water would 
have to be provided to all affected households/business- 
es within that block. Again, very costly. What if the soil 
is saturated from the leaking pipe and the excavated 


hole keeps getting larger as the banks cave in. This 
would require the rental of trench boxes or at the very 
least dramatically increase the size of the road repair 
with extra aggregates and asphalt. The what-ifs are end¬ 
less.

Gun control 
debate flares

The failure of the Harper Conservatives to do away with 
the national long-gun registry, despite two terms in 
power, has left the door wide open for a renewed debate 
on gun control in Canada. 

Last week the Liberals rekindled the firearms debate in 


iia.’N uir auppui i ui v ctiuuiutii i umr 

Association, the Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police, 
and the Canadian Association of Police Boards. 

For their part, the Harper Conservatives, who have so 
far declined to put the future of the long-gun registry to a 
free vote on a government bill in Parliament, say they will 
continue to work towards the abolition of the registry 
through the Private Member's Bill C-391. 

Many Conservative MPs made getting rid of the registry 
a big part of their respective election platforms during the 
past two campaigns. 

Rather than supporting the abolition of the registry, the 
Liberals are instead proposing a number of amendments 
to the registry, including that first-time failures to register 
firearms be treated as a non-criminal, ticketing offence, 
instead of a criminal offence as is currently the case. 


While Liberal promises regarding gun control are very 
unlikely to make the party any more or less popular in 
Alberta, it does give them a Fighting issue in voter-rich 
Ontario and Quebec. 

And by reopening the gun registry debate at this time 
the Liberals have quite suddenly put the Harper Tories in 
a tough position - they can either meet the Liberals’ 
renewed attacks blow for blow and see this very contro¬ 
versial issue once again command the political agenda, or 


they can sit back and see their opponents score big points 
in the key Central Canada political arena. 

Either way, with neither the Liberals or Conservatives 
currently having anything close to a majority of public 
opinion support, gun control has once again become a 
hot-button and politically important issue in the lead up 
to the next federal election campaign. 

Wonder if Mr. Harper wishes he'd taken the chance to 
do away with the registry two or three years ago?

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Vandalism a grave concern 

Volunteer heartbroken over fallen tombstones

between the fallen stones. 

“This is not just a cemetery. It’s a part of our history. 
The very people who started this town are buried right 
here.” 

Marginet, a member of Didsbury’s Cemetery 
Committee and public- works department, has spent half 
a decade keeping the gravesites clean; raking up rotting 
leave's, smoothing out soils and installing benches for 
people to rest on. 

So seeing tombstones broken at the stem and uproot¬ 
ed was heartbreaking, he said. 

Occasionally employees at Didsbury’s public works 
department have found one or two fallen stones- a 
result of deer rubbing against the rock - 25 is a new 
number. Several of the graves were over 100 years old 
and recently showcased during a historical tour last 
August. 

Public works is waiting for word from an insurance 
company before they lift the stones bac k onto founda¬ 
tions and view the damage. Police are currently investi¬ 
gating the crime. 

Mayor Brian Wittal, who heard about the act last 
Friday, said vandalism has been an issue this month as 
the weather improves. The only thing that can be done, 
is for residents to keep a watchful eye on the cemetery 
to prevent this from happening again, he said. 

“There was no call for this. It was disrespectful for the 
community, those buried there and families ... and it’s 
sad that whoever did this wouldn’t have more regard,” 
he said. 


Gerry Marginet couldn’t believe his eyes. 

He went to the cemetery Friday morning to pick up 
one tombstone and found 25 more knocked over by van¬ 
dals. 

Some of the' graves were of this town’s founding fam¬ 
ilies. 

“The only word for this is ‘terrible,’ he said, walking

Peewee team off to solid start

Didsbury Minor Hockey is merging pee¬ 
wee, bantam and midget levels with 
Carstairs and Crossfield next year, after 
taking a hit in registration numbers. 

Association president, Jim Smith, said 
the sport has been struggling for years and 
has seen a shortfall of three to four players 
since 2008. This year was poised to be no 
different. 

“We took parents’ concerns into consid¬ 
eration but the simple fact is, we can no 
longer field teams at these levels and (nei¬ 
ther) could we shuffle our kids off to 
another town one year and bring them 
back the next," Smith said. 

“The other clubs wanted a commitment. 
We were in or we were out and we chose 
in." 

The club has opted into a three-year trial 
amalgamation. 

Parents were divided against the amalga¬ 
mation at the start, with half fearing the 
end of Didsbury minor hockey. Few were 
more vocal about preventing that demise 
than Kelly Campbell. 

He grew up playing minor hockey in 
Didsbury and didn’t want to see the com¬ 
munity lose the sport. 

“If we did do a full amalgamation like 


they were leaning towards at the start, 
then that would have been the end of 
minor hockey here ... but now that I know 
the novice, tykes and atoms are staying, 
I’m fine with it," Campbell said of the 
merge. 

“This will actually be better for the kids.” 

By pooling the three towns together, 
more like-skilled players can be matched 
into teams. That choice wasn’t there 
when Didsbury had to deal with scant 
numbers. 

In a small town, associations can usually 
put in only one team for each level and 
those carry a range of kids from potential 
AA calibre to fairly weak Tier V or VI play¬ 
ers, Smith said. 

“The team can sometimes reach a level 
that the lower-end players can’t compete 
at ... and it’s no fun when kids are getting 
beat up every game.” 

Christine Wallace, a parent and member 
of the amalgamated board, said the kids 
would be carded under Carstairs minor 
hockey and wear Carstairs’ jerseys. The 
team names are yet undecided. 

“To be honest ... our local sport was 
struggling, so this was needed. Now we 
are just going to see where it goes." 

The bantam and peewee levels have 
played with Carstairs before but a com¬ 
bined team is new for the midgets. 


Didsbury lacrosses’ peewee chargers got 
off to a great start this season with a 2-0 
record. Winning their first game vs the Red 
Deer Chiefs 1 team, with a score of 8-1 on 
Sat., April 17 in Red Deer. Second win on 
the season came at home on Sat., April 24 
vs. the Drumhelier Badlands team with a 
score of 10-1, seeing 8 different players on 
the score sheet. Rookie goaltender Dathan 
Geddes has put in a solid performances 
only allowing two goals against in the first 
two games. With such a great start the 
coaches have been impressed with only 
two second year aged players on the team 


with eleven first year peewees making up 
the roster. The parents have enjoyed 
watching a solid team effort resulting in 
some amazing passing plays, hard hitting, 
action packed games leading to big wins. It 
is great to see the coaches instill a consis¬ 
tent work ethic in the chargers with a tight 
knit team atmosphere that has produced a 
great start with a very promising season 
ahead.
